Notices of individual 
farm acreage allotments 
for the 1965 upland cotton 
crop have been mailed to 
farmers in Coffee County, 
according to Roy I., Ellis, 
Chairman, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Committee. 
He pointed out that any 
question about the allot- 
ments should be taken up 
immediately with the ASC 
County Committee. 

The Chairman declared 
that the intention is to let 
farmers know how the 
allotment program will af- 
fect their farms prior to 
the December 15 referen- 
dum on marketing quotas 
for the 1965 upland cotton 
crop. The law requires a 
favorable vote by at least 
two-thirds of the growers 
voting in order to keep 
marketing quotas in effect. 

Growers eligible tovote 
are all those farmers who 
engaged inthe production of 
upland cotton in 1964, 

If the vote is favorable, 
Mr. Ellis explained, quotas 
will apply to the 1965 up- 
land cotton crop, with pen- 
alties on any excess cot- 
ton produced; price-sup- 
port loans to growers who 
do not exceed their farm 
acreage allotrnents will be 
available at a level within 
the range of from 65 to 
90 percent of parity; and 
additional price support 
in the form of payments 
will be made to growers 
who keep their acreage 
within the farm’s ‘‘domes- 
tic allotment.’’ 

If the vote is un- 
favorable, he added, there 
will be no quotas or pen- 
alties on the 1965 upland 
cotton crop, no price-sup- 
port payments, and price- 
support loans to growers 
who do not exceed their 
farm acreage allotment 
will be available at 50 


‘percent of parity. 


Coffee County received 
an allotment of 18,621.0 
acres for distribution to 
growers in producing their 
1965 upland cotton crop, 
This represented the 
County’s share of the na- 
tional allotment acreage of 
16,200,000 acres, including 
a national reserve of 
200,000 acres to take care 
of minimum farm allot- 
ments.
